Litt.e Bock, Ark., Nov. 16.—Upon the atrival 
of Tug TRisvuneE to-night, your correspondent 
called upon Judge Poland and Mr. Ward, to 
ascertain their opinion of an interview with Mr.

Smith and Edward Wheeler to overthrow the 
State Government, was brought before Judge 
Clendennin, ia Chambers, this morn- 
ing. After hearing the testimony 
the Judge discharged Price on the ground that 
while the evidence showed a conspiracy, it di 
not sufficiently connect Price with it to hold 
him.

REPORTS OF VIOLENCE DENIED. 

LrrTue Rock, Ark., Nov. 16.—The press dis- 
patches from Washington reporting a large as- 
semblage of adberents of Smith and hundreds of 
arrests by Garland are untrue. Only one arrest 
bas thus far been made, that of Price 
of the Republican, and he was discharged to-day. 
The most perfect quiet prevails throughout the 
State, and there is no talk about Smit: estab- 
lishing a Government at Pine Bluff, Helena, and 
elsewhere. He is still hidden. 

TELEGRAMS SENT TO WASHINGTON. 

Wasnincton, Nov. 16.—Telegrams from Re- 
publicans, received from various parts of Arkan- 
gas, represent that Smith’s adherents continue 
arming and show a determination to maintain 
their position.

The electionof members of the 
Legislature under the Garland Guvernment, at 
which no Republicans voted, took place Oct. 13, 
and the election under the Smith Government, 
in accordance with the ojd Constitution, at which 
no Democrats voted, took piace early in Novem- 
ber. 
THE PRESIDENT AND ATTORNEY-GENERAL WILLIAMS 
had a conference to-day on Arkansas affairs. 
The latter, in conversation this morning, stated 
that nothing would be done before to-morrow, 
when the Cabinet will meet.

Iam enabled to state on the very highest 
suthority the probable programme of the Ad 
ministration during the coming session of Com 
gress. 

First, there is no thought whatever on the part 
of the President or any of his advisersof make 
ing achange in the personnel of the Cabinet. 
The President is perfectly satisfied with every 
member of the present Administration. They 
know their duties, are thoroughly efficient, and, 
as the President believes, are honest and 
prompt in the performance of the various fure- 
tions which pertain to their offices. The Presi- 
dent does not see any necessity for a cha 8, 
even in the least important members of the Ad. 
ministration. 

Secondly, [think Iam authorizedin contra- 
dicting entirely the notion that there is any 
change in the financial position taken by the 
President in his messages, especially the veto 
message. He does not propose to one 
inch from the position respecting an early return 
to specie payments,—as early as the business of 
the country will admit of. Heisin favor of ne 
rash or immediate change, but wouid like to sig- 
nalize his Administration by the restoration of 
ay deere) good feeling in the South, and 

y the resumption of specie paymenis, so that 
the currency of the United States would be iden- 
tical with the currency of the world. He is in- 
clined to the belief that there can 
be no return to any real prosperity until 
gold and silver are again made the cireu- 
lating medium of the country. It is not improb- 
able that the Administration may favor a 
of the Legal-Tender act, which repeal many 
believe would restore the prosperity of the couh- 
try and start commercial and manufacturing in- 
terests at once.

Barney MeMahan is either an unfortunate man 
ora devil incarnate. Considerable interest bas 
been taken by the people of Movroe County in 
the fate of Barney's wife. He has been married 
twice. By* the first wife ho has four surviving 
children—a married daughter, a grown-up daugh- 
ter of about 18 years, and two sons, about l5and 
17 years, respectively. Some years ago the 
mother of these children died, and subsequently 
McMahan married a woman scamed Maggie Mar- 
shall. The hfe they led together was not 
pleasant. Tbe children and the stepmother dis- 
agreed; the husband and the wite were fre- 
quently engaged in broils and fights. The mutual 
repulsion of the ill-assorted pair grew stronger as 
the years rolled on, From iil-patured accusations 
and acoldings the husband and wife became suf_i- 
ciently antagonistic to fight. More than once the 
woman loft the little-farm house to Barney and bis 
children and came to this city. But he followed 
her and coaxed the old feeling back again, and 
so Maggie went to the home that had proved so 
distastetul to her. The old animosities had not 
been destroyed. It was not long till the quar- 
rels and broils were renewed. 

At length, on the 9th of last August, Barney 
McMahan’s children went abroad ro spend the 
vight some miles away, leaving their father and 
stepmother alone at the little farm-house, They 
returned next morning and found only their 
father at home. Hetold them that their step- 
mother had gone away—probab!y to the city, and 
did not say when she would returv. Days, 
weeks, and months passed, but no one has since 
beheld the face of Maggie McMahan. ‘The 
neighbors talked about it in a quiet way, and 
woudered what had become of her. There wasa 
mvetery about it some way, but ng one felta 
sufticient interest in the affairs of either Barney 
or his wite to make close scrutimy to learn her 


ate. 

About the time of the disappearance of Mrs. 
McMahan, the neighbors noticed that a brush- 
heap or pile of wood was set on fire at a short 
distance from the farm-house occupied by Mc- 
Mahan, lt was observed that this fire was main- 
tained for weeks, day and night. The neighbor- 
ing farmers talked about it at the time, but no 
steps were taken to investigate the singuiar 
proceeding. McMahan was asked why be main- 
tained the fire so long, and he said he was burp- 
ing some chickens which had died of cholera. 
Nothing was dove at that time, or indeed for 
mouths after. The field where the brush-tire 
had glared through the darkness of night, was 
plowed up and sowed in wheat. 

About thel0th of the present month a private 
detective of this city being in Burkesville heard 
the strange story of Maggie McMahban's disap- 
pearance, and, with the ivetinet of the profes- 
sion, he went to work onthe ‘‘case.” ‘The re- 
sult of this investigation lead to a complaint 
being filed by Protine, the detective. An exami- 
nation of the Jocality where the brash-heap was 
burned was made; some bones, and a few hair- 
pins and buttons were found, at least so it was 
said. 

‘hese discoveries were exaggerated and mag- 
nitied. The story went abroad that Darney Mc- 
Mahan had murdered his wife and cremated her 
remains. For a few days there was quitea 
breeze of excitement among the people of Mon- 
roe. McMahan was committed to prison, and 
some people thought he ought to be hanged or 
burned, drawn and quartered, indeed tormented 
out of the world, with ail the tortures ingenuity 
could suggest. 

But fortunately the number of such hasty 
executioners and vengeful blood-humers was 
smally. The law was allowed to take its course. 
A day for examining into the charges brought 
was appointed. The Court-House at Waterioo 
was crowded. The relics which were to testify 
againet McMahan were displayed; the wit- 
nesses were sworn and examined. ‘he evidence 
against him then and there adduced was meagre 
in the extreme. Still, as there was some mys- 
tery in connection with the disappearance of 
Mrs. McMahan, it was deemed proper to hold 
him to answer the charge before the Circuit 
Court, and bail was fixed at $1,000. A bond was 
made, and Barney McMahan was released and 
returned to bis little farm-house, where he was 
at last accounts quietly attending to his affairs. 
He said the fragments of bones found were 
those of chickens, and the prosecution failed to 
show that they were not. Moreover, a neighbor 
woman testified at the examination that Maggie 
McMahan bad told her that she intended to go 
away and hide berself where Barney could never 
find ber again, and a great many people in that 
vicinity believe that is just what she has done. 
There are some circumstances in connection 
with the afiair which seem to justify this view 
which the people about Burkesviile take con- 
cerping the disappearance of Mrs. McMahan. 
She has a sister residing in this city who occu- 
pies a rented apartment at No.2 North Seventh 
street. Mrs. Brown, or Mrs. Stewart, as her 
jandlord ealis ber, has resided at that place for 
some months. A few weeks ago she attended 
the tair at Waterloo, but it seems took no interest 
in the fate of ber sister, Mrs, McMaban, as 
it is improbable that she would be so near her 
place of residence and not learn something about 
the disappearance. When the Waterloo crema- 
tion story was published, reporters of the differ- 
ent papers, including one from this journal, 
called to see Mrs. Catherine Brown, or Stewart, 
asthe name maybe. She professed to have 
only beard the horrible tale » day or two ago. 
And now comes the strangest partofall. After 
the publication of the sensational report in the 
sensational portion of the city press, Mre. Brown 
became suddenly impressed with the duty, or 
seized by the desire,jto change ber place of resi- 
dence and bid adteu to the city. Yesterday, it is 
understood, ehe sold her furniture and fixtures, 
aod will leave in avery short time. These are 
only circumstances, it is true, but they point to a 
solution of the so-called *‘ Monroe mystery” 
and horribly sensational story of murder and 
cremation. 


The Express-Robbery at Cincinnati. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial, Nov. 16, 

Both the American and United States Express 
offices have fronts on both Fourth and Race 
streets. The Commercial office is on the north- 
east corner of these streets. The United States 
Express office runs around it, and the Amer- 
ican office around the United States still. The 
Race street fronts of these offices are used 
for the receiving and shipping of goods. Or- 
dinarily the pedestrian wil! find the sidewalk 
covered with packages, and half a dozen wag- 
ons standing backed up there, delivering and 
taking boxes, packages, safes, etc. Of a 
Sunday this is not so noticeable, although con- 
siderable business is done in the morninvg and 
evening of that day. Of course, there are not so 
many persons in the office—we speak now of the 
American—on Sunday. 

Yesterday afternoon, when the robbery of 
which we are to speak occurred, there were very 
few in the office. Between the hours of 2 and 3, 
when the “trick” was taken, there were only 
two employes of the Company on duty in that 
part of the office fronting on Race street, and at 
the vital moment only one. That particular one, 
a@ porter named Charles Moody, bas been jn the 
employ of the Company only since July fast. 
He is a comparatively “ green” young man—we 
should jugde so, at least.

messenger of the Company. Nir. Monroe was 
discharged a few months since for an irregular- 
ity in his accounts.

This safe was for the Chicago m.essen- 
ger, aud was to have started for that city last 
bight. Itis supposed that one of his cor eder- 
ates steppedin again and helped him jut the 
safeintbe truhk, There is no doubt it was 
placed in the trunk during Moody's a/asence 
after the cigars. 

Moody returned with the cigars, and Ize and 
Monroe proceeded to have a nice sinoke. While 
they were smoking. up drove the little, old, 
black horse, and the little, old, green wagon 
again; and in came the same two men a);ain. 
As they walked up, they stated, quietly, that 
they had made a mistake; that it was !o the 
Adams they had to take that trunk. So they 

jicked up the trumk and walked off with it. 
This time it took some honest tugging to carry 
it—rather more than they had made pretense of 
in the first place. They walked out with it, 
quietly and in good order, placed it in the wagon, 
and drove off. Monroe disappeared also. 

The robbers drove up Race street in the Light 
of a dull, cloudy afternoon. Where they ci‘ove 
‘o is not known. It is believed that they c.‘ove 
out into the country, and at dark—say half.-past 
5—selected some out-of-the-way place where 
they could break open the safe, and that they 
divided the contents and parted, taking to the 
roads. They may bave cracked the safe in same 
selected rendezvous in the city. But this is all 
mere conjecture. 

The fact of the robbery did not come to Itrht 
until 6 o’clock p. m., when tbe messenger when 
was to take this safe to Chicago drove ap with 
his wagon and looked for his safe among the 
dozen that were piled up there. He cou!in't 
find it. He tmed his key to several, and it 
would fit nove of them. But he = 68 .0n 
became convinced that his sale was gore, 
bevause there was nothing there thas reseto- 
bled it. This safe was new and freshly paint.d, 
with broad hands. There was no such sufe 
there. Then the porter told the story of Mvoin- 
roe, the little old express wagon, and the little 
old black horse, the trunk that was to have be¢en 
left and wasn’t left, and the cigars. And, finally, 
he confessed to having seen a safé im the trun k 
as the trunk went out. 

Tbe hue and ery over this thing last night wis 
not loud, but it was deep. Mr. Frank Clark, the 
agent, although sick enough to be 1n bed, started 
out as soon as he was informed of it, to do all 
that a man could do. Hecalled in Mr. Hendei~- 
son, of the United States: Mr. Weir, of the 
Adams; Col. Kiersted, Superintendent of Police ; 
and Detectives Hazen, Mead, and White. Thetwo 
officers last named were immediately started ‘to 
get a trace of that old green wagon and black 
horse, 1f possible. The telegraph lines were 
immediately set to work, that al! trains out from 
the city might be searched. Col. Kiersted set 
the city forceson the watch. At about 11 o'clow:k 
Mead and White get on the track of the horse 
and wagon. They belonged to a man nam» 
Brown (this same brother-in-law, it is supposed ), 
ip the Nineteenth Ward. They had been seen [sy 
a lot of boys at the corner of Third and Elo. 
Btiee:s, as they drove up Elm street, coming t9- 
ward th eexpress office, and the boys had hoot««1 
at the shabby old turn-out.

The investigation made last night does not 
throwacalcium light upon one ortwo circum- 
stances in this matter, Moody stated that he 
saw that there was a safe in the trunk when it 
walked off between two robbers. ‘The safe was 
too big for the trunk, and the lid of the latter 
would not shut close over it. He saw that; he 
had been induced to leave the office: the whole 
affair was somewhat irreguiar—and yet he per- 
mitted the trunk to go, with a safe in it, without 
suspicion ! 

At a quarter of 4 this morning we learn that 
there is a track of the other thieves; that they 
are supposed to be on their way to Chicago. It 
is stated now that that safe contained nearly 
$75,000.

CrncinnatI, O., Nov. 16.—The total lows of 
the American Express Company by the robbery 
yesterday 1s $46,800. Abe Monroe, the lameman 
who got the express clerk out of the way, was 
arrested at Indianapolis this morning, and is now 
held in Room 106, St. James Hotel, by the detect- 
ives of the Express Company. About $300 were 
on his person, and he refuses to talk. George 
Biack, one of the chaps who carried off the sate, 
was arrested in a bagnio in this city this morn- 
ing. He was stupidly drunk, yet crafty enough to 
refuse to tell who bis accomplice was tbat cariied 
off the safe. The oflicers here have trace of him, 
and feel confident of his capture. He is a pro- 
fessional thief from St. Louis, a tall, thio man, 
with red hair and light mustache, known as the 
** Rat,” and familiarly called “‘Red” by the 
thieves about the city. The man did not leave 
the city until this morning, when it is supposed 
he got off on one of the trains, but whether with 
the entire swag or only his share of it is not 
ascertained. 

Black is the son of a well-known Police-Court 
lawyer of Cincinnati, and has been mixed up 
heretofore with dishonest transactions, one of 
which was the mvsterious transfer of a valuable 
diamond in a case before the Court of Common 
Pieas, where he and his father were engaged. 
The pair were charged with complicity by Attor- 
ney Challen, a promineaot member of the Bar, 
whom they afterwards attacked on the street 
aud beat severely.

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 16.—Tbe amount of loss 
to the American Express by yesterday's robbery 
is now put at $45,000. Last night at midnieht 
to this morning early the sum was reported va- 
riously from $6,000 to 88,000.

The Strike of the Miners in St. Clair 
County, Lilinois. 
Spectal Dispatch to [he Chicago Tribune. 

BELLEVILLE, Lil., Nov. 16.—The condition of 
affairs in this, thecentreof the miving district of 
St. Clair and Madison Counties, is 

NOT SO ALARMING 
as thereports concerning the riotous proceedings 
of the miners who are now on @ 
strike indicated. In fact, it is safe 
to say that the published reports have 
been exaggerated. There is just enough of 
truth in them to save the authors from the con- 
demnation in the future state reserved, to use a 
mild term, for the falsifier. That there is a 
strike among the miners in this (the First) dis- 
trict of the Miners’ Union of Lilinois, there is no 
doubt, but that 
EITHER PERSONS OR PROPERTY 
are now unsafe, resulting from the strike, in 
the sense that lives are threatened or property 
menaced with destruction, no one conversant 
with the facts believes or asserts. It is true 
that one coal miné either canght or was 
set on fire, and some little property 
was destroyed. The proprietor of the mine 
believes that some of the strikers’ set 
it on fire. The representative men of the Union, 
—Mr. Kingham, the President of the State Asgo- 
ciation, and Mr. Morgan, the President of this 
district—emphatically deny the charge. The 
issue thus made is in so much doubt that it will 
take a judicial investigation, which will soon be 
had, to determine the right. The strike begun 
about ten days ago and 
HAD ITS ORIGIN 
in the fact that Mr. Reinecke, the proprietor of 
a mine near this city, last June entered into a 
contract with thirty or forty non-Union men to 
work for him one year at the rate of 3 cents per 
bushel. Some few other proprietors had se- 
cured equally favorable terms, including among 
the number of their men some who belonged 
to the Union. Some of the proprietors who had 
not been so fortunate in seuring contracts, 
and who were paving 4 cents per bushel for 
mining, and who, itis alleged, were somewhat 
envious of their more fortunate neighbors, began 
to threaten a reduction of wages to 3 cents, and 
gave as a reason for their action that Reinecke 
and others were getting their mining done for 
that price, and they could afford to pay no more, 
for should they doso they could not compete 
with them in the market, This 
PRECIPITATED THE STRIKE, 

and out of 1,800 men who were engaged in min- 
ing in this county ten days ago, vot more than 
100 are so engaged to-day, and these are all non- 


Union men, or what the Union men call ‘* biack- 
legs,” aterm signifying that they work under 
price. The plan adopted by the strikers was to 
visit each mine and cause the miners to come 
out. They experienced no difficulty in causing 
men belonging to the Union to desist from work, 
but were not so fortunate with the non-Union 
forces.

The Weavers of Philadelphia Still on 
a Strike—-KRemarkabie and Siguit- 
icant Letter to the Mayor.

Puitapetpata, Nov. 16.—The carpet, blanket, 
and shaw] weavers of the northwestern section 
of the city are still on a strike, and from present 
appearances others will follow their example. 

The following remarkable and significant 
letter was received by Mayor Stokely this morn- 
ing.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 14, 1874, 

Witliam Stokley : 

Drar Srm : I write these few lines to you to inform 
you that, whereas work isso scare and we do not get 
proper pay for our labor, and as it is against law to 
beg, besides we are not of the begging clase, we are de- 
termined to have something to eat, and, as the 
Government has not done anything to help 
the working class of people, besides § the 
railroad companies are the leading parties of 
the panic, they shall be the first ones to suffer, Ata 
meeting of the men thatare out of employment, held 
in West Philadelphia, near the Cross-Keys Tavern, on 
Friday night, it was therefore 

Resolved, That, asthe capitaivt is oppressing the 
working class of people, and ¢priving them of s 
livelibood, that we will form into,'angs and by force 
take out flour and other provisions that is needed to 
sustain life and strength. 

Reaolved,-That we wiil destroy no property or do no 
bodily injury to any one, unless we are compelled to, 

Resoived, That wewill open railroad depots and 
store-houres, and if they are too heavy guarded we 
will go into market-houses and stores, 

Resotocd, That we will wait till the 25th of Novem- 
ber, 1874, so as to give railroads, aud shops, and fac- 
tories a chance to make a start, and if not we will go 
ahead at all hazards, 

Resaoived; To send acopy of these resolutions to the 
Mayor of Philadeiphia, and urge him to communicate 
tothe beads of railrodes and business men,.to urg 
thera to make start to givethe poor a chance for their 
living, and also to urg land ’ords to lower the rents,

and they bave sworn to protect oneanother at the

InpIANAPOLIS, Nov. 16.—The Hon. James A. 
Wildman, Auditor of State, the most responsible 
and important officer in the State Administra- 
tion, next to the Governor himself, submitted 
his report for the year ending Oct. 31, 1874, to 
the Governor to-day. The receipts for the 
vear, including a balance from last year of 
#185,175.47, have amounted to $3,072,195.06. 
The expenditures have been $2,827,991.28, of 
which $1,489,173.66 were for common school 
purposes, leaving the expenses proper of the 
State $1,338,817.62. Inthe item of receipts is 
one of $300 from liquor licenses. In the days 
of the old License law the revenue from this 
source amounted to over $100,000. The cutting 
off of this amount is one of the wise results of 
the great Baxter bill, which did the Democracy 
such valiant service last October. 

The expenses of the benevolent institutions— 
Hospital for the Insane, Asylums for the Blind 
and the Deaf and Dumb, and the Soldiers’ Or- 
phavs’ Home—amount to $340,207.31; of the 
reformatory institutions—two Penitentiaries, the 
Woman’s Keformatory, and the House of Refuge 
—amount to $193,445.52 ; of the educational in- 
stitutione—State University at Bloomington, Nor- 
mal School at Terre Haute, and the Agricultural 
College at Lafayette—amount to. $81,719.60. 
The Scate Prison North is self-sustaining, and 
has a balance in its favor in the State Treasury 
of 2,312.45. The Btate Prison South fell be- 
hind $14,500.

Between 1870 and 1874 there is an increase of 

over $225,000,000, due almost entirely to the 


operation of the law passed by the last Legis- 
lature for the assessment of property at ite cash 
value. Heretofore the rule bas been to return 
property for taxation at from one-half to three- 
fifths its real value. 

The estimates for the expenses of the State 
for the year 1875 are given at #1,374,076.99, in- 
cluding the payment of $200,000 of a tem- 
porary loan; for the year 1876, $1,589,126.99, 
including $510,000 of this temporary loan. 
This temporary joan was a loan 
made necessary be the action of the Demoeratis 
Legislature of 1370-1, reducing the State levy to 
5 cents on the $100,—a rate ridiculously incapa- 
ble of producing revenue to defray the ordinary 
expenses of the Government, but good enough for 
a campaign cry. <A loan of $910,000 was re- 
quired, upon which there is interest at the rate 
of 7\¢ percent. When the Republicans had the 
State, their motto was, * Pay as you go;” but, 
when the Democracy came into power, they ac- 
cumulated debts at a high rate of interest for 
their successors to liquidate, while they took ad- 
vantage of a demagogical plea of low taxes. 
The estimated valuation of property in the State 
is $965,000,000, and there are 295,000 polis. 
There's money enough in the Treasury to rua 
the ordinary expenses of the State until March 
1, 1875. The receipts for 1875, excluding 20 pong 
cent delinquency, will amount to $1,375,000, 
arising from a levy of 15 cents, and 50 cents poil 
tgx. Ihe revenue for 1876-'7 will depend entire- 
ly upon the rate fixed by the next Legisiasure, 

With reférence to 

THE NEW ASSESEMENT LAW, 
the author speaks at some length. Its. general 
principle is sound, and its main results satisfac- 
tory. But it needs amendment in several im- 
portant respects. The assessment of real prop- 
erty every two years is too often; the Legisla- 
ture will do well to return to the five-year rule. 
The work of the State Board of Equalization un- 
der the iaw bas been done as well as may be; 
but there should be some better plan worked out 
to arrive at the value of the intangible some- 
thing in corporations called capital stock,—that 
is, the vaiue of the capital stock over and above 
the amount of tangible property used in the 
business of the Company. There is also no ar- 
rangement in the law for obtaining the value of 
share of the capital stock of corporawuons organ- 
ized 1n othe Scates or counties, which valnes en- 
joy the protection of the State Governments, 
and should be compelled to contribute to its 
support. 
LOCAL TAXATION. 

The Auditor devotes an elaborate chapter in his 
report to the subject of local taxation, showing 
the immense burdens the people are carrying in 
the shape of county and municipal debts. Local 
taxes, ag a rule, are very high ; and, if some 
check is not placed upon the desires or fancy of 
County Commissioners and city and town officers, 
the prospect of universal bankruptcy mav bave 
to be faced. A law limiting the amount ef such 
taxation is ind mad suggested,—the Auditor 
saying that, while no general law of fimitation 
can be framed which w)il not work hardship on 
sQme occasions, etill **‘ No reasonable limitation 
can do as much miscbief by restricting the 
means of possible good as the absence of limi- 
tation may doin opening the way to probabie 


evil.” 
STATE DEBT. 

The foreign debt of the State aggregates 
$1,172,755.12. This includes $910,00u of the 
temporary loan made necessary by the Democ- 
racy in 1870, and $941,000 of the old Internal 
Improvemeat bonds, ‘be domestic debt aggre- 
gates $8,904,783.22, all of which is represented 
by incouvertible school bonds, the interest of 
which goes to the support of the schools, and of 
course reduces the school-levy by just so much. 
It costa the State nothing, therefore, to carry ite 
domestic debt. There have been redeemed 
during 1873 seventy-seven old Improvement 
bonds, aggre g, with interest, $438,154.20 ; 
and during 1874, twenty of these bonds, e- 
gating $47,216.18. There are still ninetv-four 
of these bonds unsurrendered and awaiting pay- 
mevt. 

WABASH 4 ERTE CANAL. 

The present Wabash & Erie Canal Board oon- 
sists of Mr. Charies Butler, of New York, and 
Col. Thomas Dowling, of Terre Haute, represent- 
ing the scrip-holders, and the Hon. James 8. 
Hinton, representing the interests of the State. 
A statement from Col. Thomas Dowling is incor- 
porated in the report, giving the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the canal since the commencement 
of the trust, July 1, 1874. The total receipts 
from tolls, water-rents, sales of fands. etc., 
amount to $4,889,732.05, andthe disbursements 
to $4,847,197.74,—leaving a balance of 242,534.31. 
The statement is not made by years, so there can 
be no telling how the canal-trust may be work- 
ing. Mr. Dowling tells me, however, that the 
Board does not allow the expenses to go above 
the receipts, but the canal is not doing much. 

EXEMPTED PROPERTY. 

Mr. Wildman issued a cireular to each County 
Auditor, asking for a statement of the property 
exempt from taxation. It isto be regretied 
thet but forty-two counties have responded, as 
the table would be of great interest, in view of 
tLe discussion on taxation of church propert y.

The Mayor of Philadelphia yesterday received 
a letter purporting to come from a Committee 
of Workmen, which only needed to be written 
in blood and signed with s skull and crose- 
bones in order to fill out the measure of audac- 
ity and bluster. The tenor of it is that the men 
will have bread, with work if they can, and with- 
out if they must. The Committee gives notice 
that if the factories, shops, and railroads do not 
“make a start” by Nov. 25, the laborers out of 
employment will ‘“‘go ahead at all hazards.” 
The suggestion of a substitute for Merry 
Christmas in Philadelphia is not peasant. The 
letter probably emanates from some pot-house 
oracle, who cares little enough for bread when 
beer is ov the board ; yet it may be the despairing 
ery of Lonest men. Itoughbt at least to suggest 
a careful investigation of the facts. 


Several aays ago we published the substance 
of ap interview with Mr. Sayler, Congressman 
from Ohio. respecting the investigation of Ar- 
kansaec affairs now being prosecuted by a Con- 
greasional Committee. Mr. Sayler is the Demo- 
cratic member of the Committee. He has been 
unable to attend the present sitting at Litile 
Rock. His associates are Mr. Ward, of [linois, 
and Mr. Poland, of Vermont. They arenow con- 
ducting the investigation. At the time of pub- 
lishing the interview, we expressed gratification 
at the alleged purpose of the Committee to 
recommend no interference in Arkaneas affairs, 
supposing, of course, that Mr. Sayler spcke 
with authority and not as thescribes. Jt now 
appears that we placed too much confidence 
in him or the newspaper writer who 
spoke for him. The Congressional Committee 
has come té no such conclusion as Mr. Sayler is 
said to have announced. Mr. Ward and Mr. 
Poland were questioned by our correspondent at 
Little Rock yesterday as to the truthfalness of 
the report, and they agreed in pronouncing Mr. 
Sayler’s statement unjustifiable and impertinent. 
The Committee has decided to make a report, 
but declines to publish it before the assembling 
of Congress. We quite agree with what the 
Committee has to say of Mr. Sayler’s premature 
utterances, especially since he is not in a posi- 
tion to know the facts. We should be sorry to 
learn, however, that the Committee does believe 
interference in Arkansas affairs to be expedient. 
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THE FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLE. 

The St. Louis Times ie a Democratic paper, 
representing a Democratic constituency, and 
takes no stock in the ‘‘ independent journalism ” 
that is leading the Chicago Times rapidly into 
the Republican party. It takes firm ground in 
favor of *‘ State Sovereignty,” and insists that 
the United States Government is but an “agent 
of the several States,” and not the Government 
of a nation sovereign in itself. This, it truth- 
fully says, marks the division between the doc- 
trines of the Republican party and those of 
the Democratic party. The St. Louis Demo- 
cratic organ gays: 

The difference between the Republican party and 
that which has partially succeeded it in the adminis- 
tration of Government, consists in the mode of sdmin- 
istering the affairs of the nation. The fundamental 
idea of Democratic doctrine is that the States are sov- 
ereign in the capacity of local government—that the 
Federal power ia bat the agent of the States for the 
exercise of certain conceded rights for the benefit of 
the States as members of a common Union. It denice 
that the Federal Government is a distinct and indivisi- 
bie nationality from which the States derive their 
powers and in the exercise of which ihey are mere de- 
pendencies of Congressional or Executive favor. 
- « « In this respect the policy of the Republican 
party bas run counter to doctrines never disputed un- 
til the War between the States gave rice to new politi- 
cal impressions, that ours was a Government of States, 
as contradistiuguished from the theory of sa Federal 
sovereign, possessing exclusive attributes of national 
power. 

This is precisely what Taz Trrsune asserted 
the other day. There is scarcely a Democrat or 
a Democratic paper in the country that does not 
insist now, as much as before the War, that the 
National Government is nothing more than a 
mere agent of the several “ States,” acting under 
sathority from its principals. When the late 
Chicago Democratic organ repudiates that doc- 
trine, it rejects all there is of Democracy ; when 
it accepts the opposing doctrine, it accepts the 
teaching of the Republican party, and thus veri- 
fies our statement that no paper can leave its 
own party and go imto independent journalism 
without bringing up in the camp of its political 
opponents. So far as political doctrine is con- 
cerned, the Chicago argan is pow assound on the 
Republican platform as any paper in the coun- 
try. Its conversion is another evidence of the 
power of truth. 

The feeling of the Democratic press of the 
State is expressed in the following extract from 
an article in the Cumberland County (Ill) 
Democrat : 

The Democratic party of Illincis stand badly in 
need of & leading Democratic paper at Chicago. Can't 
sucha paper be established and sustained? Thou- 
sands of Democrats at present take Storey's organ 
that would drop it like a live coal of fire if some paper 
that advocated Democratic principles was established 
at Chisago, Let the attempt be made, and let every

THE RECIPROCITY TREATY. 

There is a treaty pending before the Scnate of 
the United States having for its object t)1e open- 
ing of reciprocal trade between the United 
States and the British North American Prov- 
inces. The opposition to this treaty ueste on 
several grounds. First, it is questioned 
whether the United States can in any firm es- 
tablish a rate of duties to be charged on the im- 
ports from one country different frem that 
charged on the imports from other ccantries. 
In all our commercial treaties we have a stipula- 
tion that no discrimination of that kind shall 
be made. The imports from each country are to 
be charged no more than those from the *‘ most 
favored country.” Thenext objection. is that 
the authority of the President and the § enate as 
the treaty-making power does not extimd to a 
change of the Revenue laws, either to increase 
or reduce the re venue without the concurrence or 
assent of the House of Representatives. The 
power of the treaty-making branch of the 
Government to bind the United Stat:2s to the 
payment of money without theassent of Con- 
gress as a whole has always been dispwted In 
the case of the purchase of Alaska, tlie point 
was long discussed, but was eventually avoided 
by the House consenting to an appropri? ation for 
that purpose. 

In answer to the first objection it miy be said 
that the proposed arrangement with Canada ie 
founded upon peculiar circumstances, and in- 
cludes a direct consideration on the pat of Can- 
ada; these are not possible with any «ther Gov- 
ernment. Canada offers, as a consida ration, the 
completion of certain works of interna | improve- 
ment of great commercial value te the peo- 
ple of the United States, and to waive all 
pecuniary claim to compensation under the 
Treaty of Washington on accouitt of the 
American occupation of the Biitish fish- 
ing-grounds, ‘These British-American eanals 
bave become as indispensable to Am srican com- 
merce as they are to Canada ; their ireedom, as 
well as that of the St. Lawrence River, is of such 
value that a large money consider tion for it 
might be demanded; at all events, it is a consid- 
eration which no other gation can cffer. That 
fact would probably relieve the case of a special 
tariff? between Canada and the United States 
from tbe objection. On this point 1 1so we have 
the precedent of a former reciprocity: treaty with 
Canada, and the additional prececient of the 
Treaty of Washington of 1871, by w).ich fish and 
fish oil, the product of the Canadizm fisheries, 
were made free of duty for the term if ten years. 
These precedents also apply to tlie objection 
that the treaty making former cany.t alter the 
Revenue laws without the consent of Congress. 


But the most bitter opposition is made to this 
treaty by the High-Tariff Protec Gonists, who 
strangely argue that it will prove injurious to 
the people of the West, because ‘t will admit 
Canadian grain of! all kinds to the U nited States 
free of duty, to compete with American grain. 
There would be rome slight force ir: this objec- 
tion if the facts (ustainedit. The yj rice of grain 
in every Village and at every rail) oad depot in 
the United State; is regulated by ‘the price in 
London. Whatever be the price in London that 
is the price in every part of the U nited States, 
lesa the cost of transportation a))d other toils 
and charges. It ie immateria) whet! ser Canadian 
wheat comes into the United Sta'es or not, so 
far as it can affect the price. Ws have a sur- 
plus, and so has Canads; the pric.) is not reg- 
ulated by the home demand, but by’ the demand 
abroad for the surpins. I[f all thes pare grain in 
Canada were broaght to the United States, it 
would not alter the price in the le:ist. This is 
shown by the fact that we “swap grain” with 
Canada. The average amount of f preign “wheat 
which entered into consumption in the United 
States in 1871, 1872, and 1873, was :\ few millions 
of bushels each year, while ou’ exports to 
Canada average perhaps ten or t1elve millions 
of bushels a year. The Canadi:ns buy our 
Western spring wheat for their haine consump- 
tion. They mix it with their winiver wheat, and 
the surplus they produce of the laiiter they ship 
to England. They also purchase our grain to 
export to the “ Mother Countr},” American 
brewers do import two or three millions of 
bushels of Canadian barley on acc.sunt of supe- 
riority of quality to mix with infe xsior American 
barley for the manufacture of bee’r. 

Canada has a surplus of grain, ibut she cannot 
sell it in a market already occupied with a sur- 
plus. Her trade witb usin graiia is a neighbor- 
hood trade. Mr. Speaker Blaime makes the 
objection to this treaty that it wild make lumber 
cheap. Wedo not know that this will be re- 
garded as aserious one by the people of the 
West. The duty on lumber is an outrageous tax 
on our people, for which there is no excuse or 
palliation. Whetherthere be a reciprocity treaty 
or not, all duties on lumber ought to be repealed. 
The owners of the unfenced prai ties of the West 
have no objections to cheap lniaber, and, when 
it costs more to fence a farm than to buy the 
land, any law or treaty promising to make lum- 
ber cheaper will be welcomed by the mass 
of the people of the West livimg in towns as 
well as on farms. Cheap lumber means 
cbeaper manufactures of every kind. It includes 
cheaper buildings and homes s.nd barns, cheap- 
er wagons and implements of :1)] kinds, cheaper 
care and cheaper transportafio:. A reduction of 
a dollar or two doliars a thoiisand feet in the 
price of lumber means a rimoval of maoy 
millions of dollars of tax from, the people of all 
the Western States. Underihbe stimulant of a 
protective tax, the American tireets are rapidly 
passing away. In the baste to realize profits, 
the lumber regions of the United States are be- 
coming denuded with alarmin.g swiftness, and it 
will not be long before, of necessity, we will 
have to import our lamber at high cost. A 
removal of all tax on lumber and iron would 
give new life to ship-building; in Maine. —an in- 
dustry that has been taxeéi' almost out of ex- 
istence. 

This treaty with Canada would have the effect 
of breaking up the extev.zive smuggling now 
carried ou over the border, “which deprives the 
revenue of perhaps millicns per annum. It 
would dispense with an arny of Custom-House 
officials, who do not collect revenue enough to 
pay their own salaries. I’; would open a new 
market for our Western m anufactures of every 
kind; it will give us a cheap through water- 
route to Montreal for all our products to com- 
pete with the railroads ; it will reduce the cost 
of transportation tothe se aboard an average of 
10 cents a bushel on all grai::, and add that much 
toits home value. The ‘‘ Pr:stectionists " strongly 
object that if this treaty ‘be adopted the oper- 
atives in New England aad Pennsylvania will 
have cheaper food, and be ible to have mere of 
ittham mow. We though? that was one ef the 
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blessings promised by protection. But if rec- 
iprocity with Canada will place in the hands of 
the operatives in New England two loaves of 
bread where they have but one now, then in 
the name of humanity do not refuse them the 
bread. 
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THE ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 

Our Dlinois exchanges begin to discuss the or- 
ganization of the next Legislature. The Stale 
Journal has hopes that Speaker Oullom will be 
continued in the chair of the Honse, and says: 


There could be wo more graceful evidence of the de- 
termination ofthe majority of the House,in which 
neither party has an absolute majority, to expedite the 
public business, than his election ; and there could 
certainly be no stronger evidence of bis fitness than 
the fact that, in all his experience in the chair, be- 
ginning in 1857, and ending with the last session, not 
a single one of his rulings has ever been reversed, 


It is assumed, on all hands, that the Repub- 
licans will present no other name than Mr. 
Culiom’s, and throughout the Republican press 
the tone of remark seems to be that his candi- 
dacy should rest on his known personal fitnéés 
for the Speakership rather than on party 
grounds. That the Opposition cannot offers 
better selection must be conceded. Whether 
the Opposition (Democrats and such Independ- 
ents as may act with them) can make any choice 
at all, or agree upon any, remains to be seen. 
At present the names suggested by the Opposi- 
tion press for the Speakership of the House are: 
John Hise, of Chicago; E. M. Haines, of Wau- 
kezan; and Samuel P. Cummings, of Fulton 
County. The Ottawa Free Trader, in its editorial 
recommendation of Mr. Hise (who was formerly 
a LaSalle County member), would seem to dis- 
countenance the candidacy of George W. 
Armstrong, of LaSalle, whose name has ap- 
peared in several papers. The Aurora Herald 
hopes, if the Opposition intends to elect a 
Speaker, that the claims of James Herrington, 
of Kane County, will be considered by them. 

The Presidency of the Senate becomes, for 
two years, the Acting Lieutenant Governorship. 
Mr. John Early, of Rockford, the present incum- 
bent of the chair, has been re-elected to the 
Senate, but, in speculating upon the probable 
choice to be made among the Republican 
Senators, the Slate Journal does not name him. 
The State Journal says: 

Among the Republican Senators who hold over, the 
name of Mr. Upton, of Lake, has been suggested, but 
those of Meesrs. Dow and Waite of Chicago, Palmer 
of Iroquois, Sanford of Knox, Steele of Coles, and 


Henry of Clay, would most likely be discussed in case 


of a canvass. The name of Glenn, of Brown, bes been 
mentioned among the Democrats, but Burke, Archer, 
and Casey would most likely be urged by their friends 
—the latter perhaps strongly. It is hinted that the 
Hon, J. C. Haines, elected on the People’s ticket in the 
First District, is seeking the position also, but of this 
weare not prepared to speak. Mr. Haines is not 
without experience in deliberative bodies, having been 
a member of the State Constitutional Convention of 
1969-70, but is a new member of the Senate, Un- 
doubtedly, among the Independents he would be Nkely 
to cecupy & prominent position, but it is evident that 
they have not strength enough to accomplish anything 
without combination with others. 


As the lodependent members-elect of Repub- 
lican antecedents hoid a controlling balance of 
power between Republicans and Democrats, in 
both the Senate and House, ell speculation would 
be incomplete that does not consider their votes 
in the organization; and, while wedo not doubt 
that many of these Independents will prefer to 
act with the Republicans, and may do so, we are 
as yet without any positive, localized assurance 
of it. 

THE ULTRAMONTANE STRUGGLE. 

The proposed meeting of the Ultramontane 
Congress in London to assert the temporal 
powers of the Pope has brought about a contro- 
versy between Mr. Gladstove and Archbishop 
Manning, which is but a repetition of the con- 
troversy now going on in every part of Euro; e 
where Ultramontanism exists. The controversy 
in thie instance assumes more general interest 
because it is between two representative men, 
the ope a staunch adherent of Protestantism, 
the other the recognized mouthpiece of the Vat- 
ican, and the fact that two such men have ar- 
rayed themselves against each other shows that 
this vexed question goes deeper into politics 
than has been generally supposed, and may yet 
jeopardize the peace of Europe. This being the 
case, it is worth while to look over the ground, 
to see what the merits of the controversy are, 
and the prospects of the success of Ultramon- 
tanism. 

1. What is involved in the temporal or politi- 
cal powers of the Pope? The universal politics 
of Europe now turn upon this question, 
as against Republicanism, Liberaliem, free 
thought, and intelligence, and as against Prot- 
estantism and Old Catholicism, led by such 
men as Mr. Gladstone and Dr. Doellinger. The 
Ultramontanes are those who assert not only 
the spiritual dogma of infallibility, but the 
secular assertion of political power. They 
would restore the Pope to his patrimony, the 
Kingsh p of the States of Rome, and overthrow 
the Kingdom of Italy, which was established by 
the almost unanimous and entkusiastic action of 
the very brain and beart of the Italian people, 
eager to rescue their country from her down- 
trodden and deplorable position, and restore 
somewhat of her ancient power and splendor. 
They would crush out the unity and freedom of 
twenty-eight millions of people, and dismember 
their country M@to petty fragmeuts, to be ruled 
over, by Bourbon misrule, rather than strip 
the Pope of his political prerogatives. There are 
other elementa in Ultramontanism besides the 
compulsory and absolute submission of civil loy- 
alty aod duty. In addition to this prerogative, 
Ultramontanism claims the right of the 
hierarchy to regulate and control marriages 
withoat regard to the civil power or civil law, 
and that no marriage contracted by civil law is 
valid or binding. So with burials. So with edu- 
cation. Ultramontapism claims that the Church 
has the right to step in between the parent and 
the State and dictate the education of the child. 
It is opposed to the free-school system as it exists 
in the United States, in Germany, Great Britain, 
Switzerland, and other countries, under the con- 
trol of the civil power which ouly makes secular 
education obligatory, and it demands that the 
ehild shall be educated in the spiritual dogmas 
of the Church, and that its education shall be 
under priestly surveillance, Ultramontanism 
claims ail the political powers propounded in the 
syllabus and concordat, which may be summed up 
in the one assertion that the first and highest 
allegiance of ail men is to the hierarchy of Rome, 
and that after they have rendered to the Papal 
Cesar the things which are Cweear’s, then they 
may obey the civil power in all things not claim- 
ed by the hierarchy,—asystem of allegiance 
which reduces responsibility to the State to the 
minimum of civil loyalty. This position is not 
disputed by Archbishop Manning himself, as a 
reading of the cable dispatch shows. 

2. What are the prospects forthe success of 
Ultramontanism in establishing these claims ? 
They canvot be secured without war. If sub- 
mitted to the arbitrament of war, the whole of 
Protestantism will be arrayed against them, both 
meorelly and physically. The ignorance and im- 
pertalism of France would join bands in their de- 
fenss, and be in faVor of war to establish the 


. Pope’s political power im ‘aly and elsewhere, 


while the intelligence ang ~“spublieaniem of 
France would join hands in opposiry “em. Ia 
Italy, the majority would fight them down as they 
have voted them down whenever they have had 
the opportunity. The republicanism of Spain 
would be arrayed agamst Ultramontanism. In 
Belgium, the opposing forces would be about 
equal. All liberal parliamentary Governments, 
like that of Britain, Germany, and Scandinavia, 
would be found upon the side of free thought 
and intelligence. Every Ultramontane in Ger- 
many favors the restoration of the Pope's 
political powers, but one-half of the German 
Catholics are not Ultramontanes, and, if they 
would not take up arms against Ultramontanism, 
would at least remain passive, while the Repub- 
licans, Protestants, and Freethinkers would be 
active and invincible opponents. The most 
significant feature of this contest is the fact that 
Ultramontanism cannot appeal to Catholicism 
with any certainty of arousing general fervor 
orenthusiasm. Intelligent Catholics everywhere 
quietly ignore the dogma of infallibility, ae well 
as the question of the Pope’s temporal power, 
and remain in the Church. The unintelligent 
believe them and obey them as far as they can, 
because they know no better. The ‘* Old Catho- 
lice” reject both and secede from the Church, 
but where one secedes ninety-nine disbelieve 
and remain inthe Church. Should this strug- 
gle of words be transferred to the arena of war, 
it must of necessity be a brief one, and the issue 
must be upon the side of intelligence, free 
thought, liberal progress, and civilization. Any 
other issue of the struggle would result in set- 
ting the world back, an operation in which the 
present occupant of the Vatican will have as 
much success as did one of his predecessors in 
attempting to stay the progress of a comet. 


MR. PARTON ON THE CENTENNIAL. 

It is easy to croak. It is not strange, then, 
that Mr. James Parton, whose books show that 
he prefers the easy method of evolving facts out 
of his inner consciousness to~the ordinary and 
prosaic process of learning and verifying them, 
should now be croaking vehemently about the 
past, present, and future of this country. He 
has condensed bis lamentations into a lecture on 
‘*Our Scandalous Politics.” In this, after a sea- 
son of moaning misery over other topice, he 
comes to the Centennial He has devised a new 
way of celebrating it. He would build, near 
New York City, a vast and dismal inclcsae, in 
which he would place certain enumerated evi- 
dences of the advance of this country in civili- 
zation since 1776. These evidences would con- 
sist of a tenement house, seven stories high and 
40 feet wide, with a population of sixty-four fam- 
ilies, some of whom let lodgings; a stable 
from Fifth avenue, with rosewood and black. 
walnut trimmings; a horse-car, built for twenty 
parsengers and containing seventy-five, swelter- 
ing and jammed, with two broken-down horses, 
a driver swearing at the President of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, and a 
conductor knocking down fares; a model of the 
New York City Hall, “‘ with a few of the wooden 
chairs that cost the city $411 apiece”; a paint- 
ing representing the banquet given Oakes Ames 
by his constituents after the Credit-Mobilier ex- 
posure; and the South Carolina Legislature in 
session. Ail this was fuony when it was first 
said, ana Mr. Parton’s repetition of it is brightly 
worded, and doubtless brought him laughter, 
applause, and dollars. It is vain, perhaps, to ar- 
gue with him. The man who is responsible for 
the astounding farrago of fancies published un- 
Ger the title of ‘‘Gen. Butlerin New Orleans,” 
and for the sagacious theory that the French 
Revolution was the result of the failure of Louis 
XVI. to keep a harem, is by nature incapable of 
seeing more than one very small section of one 
side of a question. It may be well, however, to 
point out to any one who has been misled by Mr. 
Parton’s crisp sentences and prettily-turned 
paradoxes that most of what he says in dispar- 
agement of America is true of all Christendom, 
aud that the rest is an outcome, bad but inevit- 
able, of our gigantic efforts at progrees and re- 
form. Wedo not pretend to show a spotless 
record. We have outgrown the age that pitied 
the ‘* effete despotiams of Europe,” and bawled 
to the universe, ‘**Look at mo!” We can, how- 
ever, show some signs of substantial progress. 
Suppose that Mr. Parton ahould extend his vast 
and dismal inclogure sufficiently to place in it 
Fulton’s steamboat, and Morse’s firat telegraph 
line, and a double-track railroad, and an elevator, 
and a model of Chicago, anda set of American 
classics, and a freedman, the owner of the land 
on which he once toiled as a slave, and = copy of 
the Treaty of Washington, and the thousand and 
one other things that throng upon the mind and 
tell of the triumph of our country. There is a 
time for exultation ania time for sorrow, but 
there is never a time fit for croaking. 
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The man who designed and executed the Lin- 
coln monument at Springfeld may well be 
proud of the magnificent reception given to hia 
work, independently of his pride m its merits. 
It is not given to many men to have the statues 
which their brains and hands bave wrought in 
marble or bronze unveiled before the eyes of 
tens of thousand of people, representing: a 
whole country, and containing a multitude of 
persons whom that country has delighted to 
honor by placing them in positions of high civic 
aod military trust. Now that the cannon are 
silent, and the orators are dumb, and the crowds 
have ecattered to thoir homes, the ugly quesiion 
revives: Whoisthe man to whom the honor 
for design and execution is due? Has Mr. 
Larkin G. Meade, Jr., obtained praise under 
false pretenses ? 

Ts will be remembered that, when Stephen 
Weston Healy, the American art-critic, now resi- 
dent tn Florence, published bis first attack upon 
American sculptors, be named Mr. Meade as one 
of the persons who, he alleges, employed Ital- 
ians to prepare as well as to execute designs. 
We took cccasion at the time to point out how 
deeply interested Ulinois was in this part of Mr. 
Healy's indictment, sgasmuch as the Lincola 
monument was then being prepared by Mr. 
Meade. This was early iast spring. Since then 
the monument has been finished, putin position, 
and dedicated. The artist, real or pretended, 
was present at the dedication and accepted the 
praise lavished on the work. Neither up 
to that time nor since then have we 
seen any convincing proof that Healy's 
charge was baseless. It is trne, and we are glad 
to credit Mr. Meade with the fact, tnat the 
charge was 60 vague that a specific rebuttal was 
searcely possible. This state of things exists, 
however, no longer. in a letter to Le Touriste, 
under date of Oct. 20, Mr. Healy says that 
Mr. Meade “‘ neither designed nor executed” the 
monument, and that two Italian sculptors, 
Meade’s employes, Signori Augusto Passaglia 
and Bordo, did. Mr. Healy promises, moreover, 
to shortly furnish Le Tourisie with a “ history 
of the whole affair,” which be bas already written. 
When this promised history appears, it will be 
incumbent upon Mr. Meade to answer it. Unless 
he does 80, judgment will go agaiust him by de- 
fault. Meavwhule, until sufficient time has 
elapsed after the publication of Healy’s second 
article for Meade to prepare a defense, we ad- 
vise @ suspension of public opinion. The sculp- 
tor may have mistakenly thought it beneath him 
to answer the charge, or he may have considered

energies to refute it. 
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Atlanta, Ga., was thrown into a violent fit of 
nervous excitement a few days ago. Society was 
in spasms, tne press in predicament, ard the city 
in an uproar, for the space of two days, like 
Ephesus upon a certain notable occasion. The 
cause of the sensation was a woman claiming to 
be Belle Boyd, the notorious Rebel spy, who, it 
was claimed, had died some time ago ia a lunatic 
asylum. Had her death really occurred and her 
reappearance been in the guise of atrue revenant, 
she could not have been more notorious. It appears 
that she went to Atlanie to lecture. Mr. Abrams, 
of the ews, who knew Belle Boyd, called upon 
her at the hotel, found the woman an older and 
less attractive person than the original, and ex- 
posed her as an impostor. Here was a golden 
opportunity to advertise herself. She publicly 
announced that she would cow-hide Mr. Abrams, 
and, sallying forth with a derringer, a seven- 
shooter, anda raw-hide, accosted him on the 
street and ordered a retraction. Abrams de- 
clined to make one. She made a movement to 
draw her pistois, when the journalist seized ber 
bands and delivered her tothe police. He so 
far compromised as to withdraw the charge and 
stand a fine of #5 for contempt of court. The 
advertising dodge was unsucceseful, and it was 
toa small audience of sixty that the lecturer 
announced herself as the Democratic canaidate 
for Governor. She carried a pistol conspicuous- 
ly in her belt during the lecture, but she was not 
more successfulin ‘drawing a bead” than an 
audience. 
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In Greenock (Scotland) the woman question 
bas assumed a phase of great importance. It is 
not whether women sball have the ballot, but 
the barrow. When overcome with cheap gin, 
shall she march to the stimulating note of the 
hickory club, and be stamped into sobriety and 
stupefaction, or shall the gallantry of the police 
trundle her to the lock-up in a wheelbarrow like 
alosad of rubbish? The Police Board are di- 
vided on this subject. Champions of the ciub 
aod hickory aver that no discrimination should 
be made between drunkards on account of sex, 
and that public decency is outraged by the exhi- 
bition of lovely woman drunk on a wheelbarrow. 
The friends of the one-wheeler maintained 
that, shocking as the sight might be, it 
was improving to public morais as an im- 
portant warning agaiust intemperance. The 
question of fare also had a beneficial effect, for 
the cost of transportation was charged against 
the culprit and added to the fine inflicted by the 
magistrate. The ladies of Greenock were 
shocked to find that the Police Board finally 
dropped the subject, and left it optional with 
the police whether they would drag or drive in- 
ebriated ladies to the station-house. The cir- 
cums‘ance that considerable popular interest 
was awakened in the matter indicates rather a 
larger constituency of feminine imebriates in 
Greenock than there should be. 
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The Crimean cemeteries in which are laid the 
remaius of the British warriors who fell in the 
Crimean War have gone to wreck and ruin very 
speedily. A Commission was appointed some 
time ago to investigate their condition and re- 
port. ‘This they did, and it was found that @25,- 
000 would repair all the damage that time had 
wrought. The report was laid away and has not 
been acted upon. The ruins bad been so far 
looked to that an obeliak to the memorv of the 
Royal Artillery, which had been broken in the 
middle, was repaired. But, as the broken por- 
tion was so replaced that the north face had 
been turned to the south, anda glowing eulogy, 
commenced iu English terminated in Russian 
verse, the restoration is of doubtful value. 
Considering the insignificance of the amount 
needed to repair the cemeteries, it would seem 
that ingratitude is not the exclusive patent of 
republics.

Beautiful copies of busts and 
s.atues from Paul Garey’s establishment, which, 
being marble-finished casts, are almost equal to 
the stone itself, present themselves, together 
with the Venus of Milo, an exquisite-Pxsyche, 
Mercury, Cupid, aud, among the heatheo gods 
and goddesses, Charies Sumner. He doubtless 
appreciates ali the old myths, but his entree iuto 
this august assemblage is worth mentioning. 
Never perbaps in his most generous moments, 
when he kad the welfare of an oppressed people 
at heart, did this stately and elegant gentleman 
imagine that even in efhgy he should arrive head 
foremost beneath the arm of one of that dusky 
race to whom he _ devoted his splendid 
gifts of oratory. Nevertheiess, in such 
manner did he make bis appearance, picked up 
by the jolly specimen detailed by Mrs. Mac- 
Veagh to present bim tothe publicas if be had 
been an unruly child. Stiil one can hardiy cail 
his advent inappropriate, if it was pot very dig- 
nified, and made those who saw it laugh most 
heartily.

THE DE MURSKA CONCERT. 

The public will not have forgotten the fact 
that a year ago Max Maretzek proposed to bring 
Pauline Lucca and ima de Murska here at the 
bead of an operatic combination. Caught ina 
stress of bad luck, however, in Cincinnati, Ma- 
retzek lost courage, and, fearing that he would 
fail in Chicago because he had failed in the for- 
mei city, he turned about and put back to New 
York, where he succeeded in demolishing his 
company in a magyelously sbort space of time, 
aod since that he has kept out of the business, 
and is now devoting his attention to training 
amateurs in New York City for the operatic 
stage. De Vivo picked up the thread which 
Maretzek dropped, and, maxing De Murska the 
bead of a concert-troupe, gathered about her

The leading produce markets were active and 
irregular to-day, early strength being followed 
by weakness in the principal departments. Ihe 
trading was largely speculative, and the tone in- 
fluenced toa considerable extent by the drizzling 
rain, which is always more disagreeable than a 
downright good storm of the old-fashioned kind. 
The shipping movement was again slow, and so 
discourag:ng to carriers that not a few prayed (in 
sailor phrase) for a speedy winding up of the 
season. 

In the dry-goods market there was fair activity 
on interior account, but the siormy weather 
caused a diminished inquiry from city retailers. 
Prices were steady avd uuchanged. Groceries 
were moderately active so far as the leading 
staples were concerned, but the general move- 
ment was slack. Sugars ruled an Xe lower, 
with which exception guotations were the same 
as Saturday, Fish were quiet and steady. Do- 
mestic dried fruits remain dull, while imported 
varieties are having a free movement. Prices 
range the same as for two or three dayg past. 
There was but little inquiry for bagging. Coal 
aod wood were firmer. in the leather, oil, and 
tobacco markets no new features were developed. 

The local business at the lumber yards was 
light to-day, but a fair number of country orders 
were placed. The wholesale market was little 
better than nominal. ‘The offerings were not 
sufficiently large to attract buyers, even if the 
weather had been pleasant. The season is rapidiy 
drawing to a close; few vessels are going out, 
even at the recent advance in freights, and the 
demand for lumber from all sources is falling 
off. Yaad prices are strong, a'l around, and an 
advance in the price of 16-foot fencing, the stock 
of which is not half-way up tothe average for 
the fall, is hkely to occur soon. Build- 
ing materials are steady, the local de- 
mand coutinuing fair for the time of 
year. Nails were quoted 12\4¢c lower—or at 
$5.62\4 rates—in response to a reduction at the 
factories. Metals, iron, and hardware were in 
the usual order demand. Wool and hops were 
quiet, Hay, seeds, aud broom-corn were firm, 
under a fair inquiry and moderate offerings, at 
least of the two first-mentioned staples. Choice 
potatoes were fiim at last week's prices. Green 
fruits were dull. Apples are seliing slowly, but 
at very irregular prices.

Wavreaay, Iil., Nov. 16.—The case of David 
A. Gage, late City Treasurer of Chicago, who 
was indicted for failing to pay over the city’s 
funds to bis successor, came up before Judge 
Murphy, iv the Cireuit Court of Lake County, 
this afternoon, a motion being made to quash 
the indictment. The room was full of people, 
but the Gage case alone did not attract them, 
the session being the opening one of the Court. 

There were present of counsel for Mr. Gage, 
Wirt Dexter, Esq., and the Hon. Leonard Swect, 
State’s Attorney Reed appearing for the People. 

The case had been docketed under the change 
of venue from Cook County, and, after the Court 
had disposed of a number of motions in minor 
cases, 

MR. SWETT 

arose and said he desired to entera motion to 
quash the indictment in the case of Tue People 
vs. D, A. Gage. A similar motion had been 
made while the case was pending in Cook Coun- 
ty, but it was overruled, and a plea of not guilty 
had been entered. The object in renewing the 
motion was not that he expected a different 
ruling from that given by Judge Rogers, but 
new facts had come to light showing that tho 
previoas ruling, as he undersiood, quashed 
instead of sustaining the indictment. He was 
so confident of: this, that he and Mr. Dexter had 
thought it properto come up before the case 
was reached, and make the motion, s0 as not to 
subject the county to the expense of bringing 
the witnesses if it shou!ld prove unnecessary. 

He then went on to state the facts of the case, 
citing the law of 1833, upon which the indict- 
ment is based, contending, as before, that, wher- 
ever there was a revision of the subject matter, 
and special regu'ations were made, as required 
by the act of 1863, providing a special charter 
for Chicago, that revision and those regulations 
repealed by implication the former law; also, 
that the general statute could not apply to the 
City of Chicago, because cities or muuicipal 
corporations were pot mentioned in it, since 
there were no cities in the State at the time the 
law of 1833 was passed. In support of this, he 
read from a decision in the case of Green vs. 
Reeder, 22 Michigan, in which it was held that, 
where there were two acts or two provisions, one 
of which was special or particular, and certainly 
included the matter in question, and the other 
general, which, if standing alone, would include 
the same matter, and this conflicted with the 
special act or provision, the special must be 
taken as intended to constitute an exception to 
the general act or provision. 

Mr. Reed suggested that the first question 
ought to be 
WHETHER THE COURT WOULD ENTERTAIN THE MO- 

TION TO QUASH, 

The Court remarked that he intended to ask 
that question. 

Mr. Swett rejoined that whether the Court 
wouid entertain the motion was a matter of dis- 
cretion, and it seemed to him that all the facis 
should be stated in order that the Court might 
pass upon the question intelligently. He tien 
proceeded witb his statement, saying thathe bad 
recently discovered 

A NEW PROVISION 
in the city charter under the heading of **The 
powers aad duties of ollicers generally.” This 
was: 

If any person, having been an officer in said city, 
shall not, within ten days after notification and re- 
quest, deliver to hia succegsor in office ail property, 
papers, and effects of every description in his posses- 
sion belonging to said city or appertaining to the office 
he held, be shall forfeit and pay for the use of the city 
$100, besides all damages caused by his neglect or re- 
fusal so to deliver. Aud such successor ehall and may 
recover possessiobl O1 Lb books, pape rs,jand Senna be 
ap taining to his oilc 1 the meDuer prescribed by 
ibs awe of this Siate. ec, 27, Chap. 3, act of Feb. 13, 
1863. 

He claimed that this provision was overlooked 
by counsel before, and not consiaered by the 
Court ; that, if it had been, the indictment would 
have been quashed. Siuce the decision of Judge 
Rogers, 

THE SUPREME COURT OF ILLINOIS 
had decided a case, ho!ding substantially that he 
Was wrong in requiring that there should be a 
special provision on the subject of not paying 
over in order thatthe revision of this subject 
by implication slould repeal the former statute. 
In other words, there was a direct decision of 
the Supreme Court that, without the particular 
clause he had read, the indictment should be 
quashed because the revision of the law repealed 
by implication the provision on the subject of not 
paying over. The act of 1833 provided that an 
ofiicer was to be punished for not paying over 
the funds when he should be thereto required 
by law and demand made. Therefore the in- 
dictment should contain the averment that Gage 
was required to pay over, and that demand was 
made, aud there must be some law requiring 
him to pay over; otherwise the indictment must 
be quashed for want of a statute upon which it 
conid rest. The indictment could not rest upon 
the general requirement of the city charter that 
all officers shall pay over within teo days from 
the time demand was made, because it was not 
framed under it, and did not aver that Gage was 
called upon to turn over, and failed after ten 
days. it averred poney that he was required 
by law to pay over, and that demand was made 
upon him, and he failed to pay over. In his 
opinion, there was no law upon which the in- 
dietment could stand; and he had the statutes 
carefully examined on that point. 
EVERY OTHER OFFICER 

must pay over ; but there was no general law or 
special law in relation to the City ‘Treasurer. 
There being no statute, it remained to be seen 
whether there was such an offense as not paying 
over known to the common law. He affirmed 
that there was no euch thing, and supported bis 
position by authorities. The only law requiring 
Gage to pay over was the provision of the city 
charter cited byhim. Subsequent tothe decision 
of Judge Rogers, the act of 1833 had been con- 
strued by the Legislatuce, and an act had been 
passed revising it. The new act was in the same 
general language, except that cities and munic- 
ipal corporations were enumerated. 

Mr. Reed understood that the statements of 
Mr. Swett were made upon the question whether 
the Court would allow counsel to withdraw the 
plea of not guilty and enter a motion to quash, 
which he decidedly objected to. 

THK COURT 

said there was no doubt it was in his power, at 
any time while a case was pending, to make or- 
ders, to grant leave to withdraw pleas, and dis- 
miss cases, and the people had no remedy. But 
the question which he understood to be mooted, 
and about which there seemed to him to be grave 
doubt, was as to what was the practice in the 
Circuit Courts in this State with respect to an 
indictment, a motion to quash which had been 
made and passed upon by the Court, — whether 
there was such a thing known in the history of 
the State or in the administration of justice un- 
der the common-law system. It was to that 
int he would like to hear authorities. He 
imself was entirely unfamiliar with any such 
practice,—a renewal of a motion in the same 

court where it had been made and passed upon. 

Mr. Reed said that he had known pleas of not 
guilty to be withdrawn, and motions to quash 
entered. 7 

The Court—Was it done after the motion to 
quash had been passed upon by the Court ? 

Mr. Keed—I never knew of such a case. 

Mr. Swett then quoted several authorities on 
this point. Tbe simple question was whetber 
the Court would pass upon the question now or 
after the trial. If a motion was made in arrest 
of judgment, the indictment would have to be 


upon. 
The Court thought the authorities referred to 
were 
NOT IN POINT. 
None of them were cases where the motion had 
been passed upon by the Court, repleaded, and 
another application made; but the7 were

the question had been elaborately discussed as 
iv this cage, and passed upon by the Court. 
MR. DEXTER— 

Suppose, since Judge Rogers’ decision, the 
Supreme Court had decided a case that settled 
the piinciple that this indictment must fail—was 
absolutely decimve of the case? If we enter 
upon the discussion under the decicion of the 
Supreme Court referred to, it will carry convic- 
tion to the mind of every good lawver that the 
case must end bere, and all we now ask would be 
done at last in a motion of arrest of judgment if 
there ever should be a trial and conviction. And 
what objection can there be to hearing it now ? 

ithe Court—lf the application .as made to 
Judge Rogers, who made the ruling, as a mere 
matter of courtesy, he would teel more at liberty 
to reconsider his decision than I personally 
would. Ido not understand, however, the care 
in the light Mr. Dexter has pat it to the Court. 

A NEW OPINION, 

Mr. Dexter—We bave the opinionin a case 
that was decided ip July by the Supreme Court 
which we regard as directly in point and conclu- 
sive; and, if the Court will permit us to enter 
upon the question, wethink we can demonstrate, 
not from the foree of general principles 
or from any opimon of our own, but 
from the law as laid down by the Supreme 
Court ot Illmois, that this indictment is bad, 
and must be quashed; and that Judge Rogers, 
if he had had this decivion, would never have 
sustained it. We do not ask that Judge Rogers’ 
decision be reversed upun any geveral principle, 
but we say, since be rendered his decision, the 
appellate court bas abeolutely decided the case, 
and made an end of it. 

The Court said if there was such a decision 
counsel bad beiter let bim bave the manuscrips 
with the references to the statute, and be would 
cousider the question and 

GIVE HIS DECISION IN THE MORNING. 

His impressions were strongly against such 
practice; still, if tho authorities were 
otherwise, bis impressions would have 
nothing whatever to do in his deter- 
taination of the questions. Ndbody could 
be more anxious than the Court to avoid the 
anxiety, labor, and toil of a trial of the case. it 
would be gratifying to him to be relieved of the 
perplexity, but, if he could not doso witnout 
contravening some principle of law and practice, 
he prelerrea not to do it. 

Mr. Dexter asked if, after his investigation, 
the Court would p@mit argument upon the 
poims. 

The Court replied that he would hear no argu- 
ment unless he concluded to entertain the mo- 
tion. Lhe motion was preliminary to a prelim- 
inarv motion, and if, upon considering the au- 
thorities, he thought he ought to hear argu- 
ments upon the preliminary motion, he woaid 
Lear them. 

The Court then took up other matters. 
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H. E. SARGENT. 
HIS CAREER AS A RAILROAD MAN. 

The Boston Daily Advertiser, of a recent date, 
bas a long article in regard to Mr. H. E. Sargent’s 
retirement from the General Superintendency of 
the Michigan Central Railroad. Among other 
things it says that Mr. Sargent was thoroughiy 
respected for his unfailing courtesy ; his full in- 
formation of all that related to the large interests 
he had in charge; for his strenuous endeavors to 
meet all the just demands of the merchants and 
for entire dévotion of his tume and thought to 
his department. 

As Mr. Sargent remains with the Michigan 
Central in a consulting capacity until Jan. 1, the 
article in the Boston paper may appropriately 
be supplemented with a somewhat detailed men- 
tion of the honorable and successful eareer to 
which it refers. 

MR. SARGENT BEGAN RAILWAY SERVICE 
in 1845, as station-agent on the Boston & Wor- 
cester Road. In this position he was at once in- 
trusted with unusual responsibility, haviog 
charge of the construction and improvement of 
a portion of that line. The high value of his 
services led to his early promotion, and he was 
placed in charge at Boston of the through freight 
trafiic of the Boston & Worcescer and boston & 
Albany Roads, collectively. In 1858, he came to 
Chicago as General Agent of the Michigan Cen- 
tral Road ; and, on the retirement of Mr. R. N, 
lice in August, 1872, he became 
GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. 
In this responsible “and eminent position he 
bas, with rare abilitv, energy, and judgment, 
rendered a service more than professional —a 
service of a peculiarly public Character. On bis 
accession Mr. Sargent found a conmpiderable 
portion of the passenger-train equipment of tle 
excellent tweive-wheel stock devised by Mr. J. 
W. Brooks. He made it a special object to com- 
plete the entire equipment on this plan, and it 
bas been perfected in his hands by the addition 
of every demonstrated improvement looking to 
the security and comfort of passengere,—a 
thing which has uniformly distinguished this 
road. For several years past the passenger- 
equipment has been composed of twelve-wheel 
cars of uniform build and appearance, the piod- 
uct of the Company's shops. ‘This was the sec- 
ond road in the West to adopt the Miller plat- 
form,—to which apparatus the cars were pe- 
culia:rly adapted, by reason of their coustruc- 
tion on a uniform sill-line, giving the train 
the strength and almost the soudity of a single 
car. ‘This was also the first road to adopt 
THE AIR TRAIN-BRAKE, 
operated ffom the locomotive, with which, and 
the Miljlor platform, ail its passenger engines 
aud trains have been equipped. Special atten- 
tion has been bestowed on provision against 
accidents due to the condition of the track at 
sidings and stations, and the system of switch- 
signals introduced quite recentiy by Mr. Sargent 
is as nearly perfect as exists anywhere. 
ln respect to 
IMPROVEMENTS GENERALLY, 

Mr. Sargent has merited the reputation which he 
enjoys, of being one of the most progressive, 
studied, and prudent of our managers. In thie 
conduct of the more public functions of his 
office, be bas made a notable record here. He 
was among the very first of our managers to 
comprehend the necessities of through traffic 
consequent On competition of through lines of 
railway to the seaboard. It was through his 
efforts that the pioneer ipter-raiiway fast-freight 
organization koown as the Blue Line was formed. 
To Mr. Sargent is also due the inception of the 
Chicago Union Stock-Yards, embracing, along 
with the entire system of access from all the 
roads entering the city, all requisite conveniences 
for the packing interest, then chiefly located on 
the South Brauch. The splendid success of the 
Uuion Stock-Yards is all the more honorable to 
Mr. Sargent from the fact that he never had a 
dollar's worth of interest therein. 

In developing 

THE FREIGHT BUSINESS 

of his road Mr. Sargent has served the public 
scarcely less than the Company. His experience 
in freight management for thirteen years previ- 
ous to coming to Chicago had led himto study 
the public interest in the commercial operation 
of arailway. He was soon ledto give special 
attention to the upper classes of East-bound 
freight, and particulary to perishable to commod- 
ities, securing their safe and exepeditious 
transportation. These higher classes of freight 
bave proved more remunerative to the road than 
the general classes competed for by both rail 
and water lines. 

During the last three years of Mr. Sargent’s 
mauagement the Michigan Central Road has 
been 

SUBSTANTIALLY RECONSTRUCTED. 

In President Joy's report for 1870-71, the in- 
adequacy of local facilities, and the weakness of 
the track under passenger trains running at high 
speed and increasing heavy freight trains, was 
referred to ; and the necessity was urged upon 
the stockholders of the earliest possibile substi-— 
tution of steel for iron in the track, of in- 
creased siding capacity, of double track, and of 
incressed motive-power. I1t wae decided to relay 
with steel between Detroit and Jackeon the fol- 
lowing year. The Company entered upon the 
work of reconstruction in midwinter, and 
during February and March, 1872, 2,500 tons 
of steel were laid at the weakest points. Since 
that time, in about two and a half years, the 
main track has been completely laid with steel, 
and of the entire 284 miles between Chicago and 
Detroit 203 have been relaid. During the same 
period, 

THE OLD SHOPS 
have been removed from Detroit, and very ex- 
tensive and complete new works erected, as well 
as car-shops, at Detroit Junction, and loco- 
motive-works at Jackson; while the engine 
power has been doubled in number and trebled 
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been carried on consecutively, winter and sum- 
mer, without serious interruption to the traffic. 
Compelied to meet these expen sive necessities of 
reconstruction largely out of the current profits 
of the road, the Company had temporarily to 
pass ite dividends, and the restoration of these 
involved the problem of securing and carrying a 
greater volume of business at less vet profit per 
ton. That the Superintendent has most succeas- 
fully administered the commercial business of 
the road scarcely needs an exhibit of the stead- 
ily increasing toppage since bis accession to 
prove—an increase from 276,294 tops in 1857-’8 
to 1,593,964 in 1873-’4. Such results as wero 
realized under Mr. Sargent’s management can 
alone be the fruit of enterprising, sound, and 
honest professional management of a manly and 
considerate public administration.

THE BALTIMORE & OHBIO. 
WHY IT WILL NOT GO INTO THE SARATOGA AGREE- 
MENT. 
Svecial Diapatch to I'he Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Nov. 16.—S. H. Dunan, for many 
years connected with tne Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, and who is familiar with the working of the 
road and Company's policy, makes tie following 
statement concerning its position : 

To any one familiar with the many difficulties under 
which the road has labored during the past eight years 
in securing a Chicago connection, the refusal of Mr. 
Garrett to join in the combination of the other trunk- 
lines to poo! earnings under the Saratoga contract wiil 
not be surprising. HisCompanysince the War has 
been entirely at the mercy of the Lake Shore & 
Western connection of the Pennsylvania Railroad, by 
being compelled to use ite line, Tiring of these an- 
noyances, Mr, Garrett determined to build an inde- 
pendent line from a point on his Lake Erie Division to 
Chicago, which it is officially announced will be open 
for trattiic in a few days. It bas been built and 
eqg'tipped entirely out of the surplus funds of the Com- 
pany, without increasing the capital etock a single 
share, and is @ saving in the distance to Cni- 
cago of 50 miles. Mr. Garrett goes into 
Cihicago with a line in the capital of which 
there is not even a **cup of water,” and can 
therefore carry freight and passengers at rates which 
will pay good profit tothe stockhoiders of his road, 
but Which will bankrupt either of his great competi- 
tors, He is undoubtedly aware that in tais he has che 
key to the gateway of the great City of the Lakes in his 
pocket, and he intends to keep it. 

Kiepresentatives of tae Grand Trunk Railway 
met several of the officers of the New York Cen- 
tral Raulroad in the President's rooms at the 
Grand Central Depot to-day, to confer on the 
subject of their interchange of traitic at Buffalo. 
Matters relating to tbe Saratoga compdtt 

were only aliuded to _ incidentally. No 
attempt was made to induce the officer. of the 
Grand Trunk to accede to the terms of the com- 
pact. ‘Yardage at Buffaio”’ was the principal 
topic discussed. President Potter, of the Grand 
Trunk, disclaims baving come here on railroad 
business, and will sail tor Earope on Wednesday 
with his family. He says an arrangement will 
soon be made by which the Grand Trunk, the 
Bosion & Albany, and Vermont Central Roads 
will take barmonious action concerning the New 
Lugiand traffic, aud a conference would be held 
iu the afternoon, General Manager Joseph 
Hickson, of the Grauk Trunk, also de- 
clares he is not here on railroad busi- 
ness. Baid he: * The Grank Trunk is in 
favor Of maintaining reasonably high rates, and 
Of Working in harmony with the cowbined trunk 
lines, but is dec.dedly opposed to excessive rates, 
aod is not willing to submit to any invidious dis- 
tinctious against it. The line would not become 
@ party to the Saratoga compact.” 

THE AFTERNOON COS FERENCE 

above referred to lasted fuily twobotrs. Mr. 
Rutter, Freight Agent of the New York 
Central; Mr. Hickson, General Mavager of 
the Grand Trunk; Mr. Blisa, of the Boston 
& Albany; and Mr. Millers, of tho Ver- 
mont Central, represented their several roads. 
Tue avowed object of the talk was 
to try to agree on a schedule of freight rates 
between Buston and the West. The diificulties 
arose from the circuitousness of the Grand 
Truok line, whieh made it necessary to offer 
special inducements to shippers. Throngh the 
aid of its reduced rates, it is a strong competitor 
with its rivals. On the breaking up of the 
meeting Mr. Hickson said that nothing definite 
had been effected. They could not allow their 
rates to be fixed by outside parties. He very 
much doubted if the present agitation would 
result in anything more than talk. Mr. Rutter 
bad a different understanding of the action 
of the conference. Nearly everything that 
was desired, be said, b been effected at 
Moutreal, and what remained to be done after 
that bad been done at this conference. The 
represeutatives of the Grand Trunk, he con- 
tinued, plainly stated what they required, and 
it was copceded they should be vermutted lower 
rates on perishable freight. They asked no 
difference in grain rates. We also conceded 
they should have lower rates for westward- 
bound freight. All sides were well satisfied. 
We only wanted that there should be no reduc- 
tion in rates in special cases for the sake of 
securing business. The commission which now 
regulates rates of New York roads will regulate 
those of the Boston roads. The preseut rates 
would remain unchanged foratime, and when 
any change is to be made the roads will accept 
the decision of the Commissioners as final. The 
rates are DOW at a mipimusa, and when the price 
of graiu advaoces the rates of transportation 
should be increased, 

A GOOD SHOWING MADE RY THE BALTIMORE «4 OHIO 

ROAD. 

BactrmMore, Nov. 16.—lhe annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road was heid to-day. The report showed the 
earnings of the Company to be $24,947,090; ex- 
venses, $),416,.650; net earnings, $5,670,626. 
‘he expenses of working the road is 
stated to be 578100 per cent upon 
the earnings, showing a decrease 


264-100 percent compared with the previous 


year. The surplus fund of the Company on the 
30th of September, 1874, was #$32.144,160, and 
the entire mortgage indebtedness, including the 
loan made in January last of £2,000,000 in cur- 
repcy and sterling, $29,061,564. Excess of 
the surplus fund over the entire 
mortgage indebtedness, $3,082,595. The 
earnings this year im comparison with 
the last fiscal year decreased $558,888, and the 
working expenses $642,152, making a compara- 
tive increase in the net profits of $83,264.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
ABOLISHING COMMISSIONS. 

A short time agoan agreement was drawn up 
by the managers of all the Western roads pledg- 
ing themselves to abolish the system of paying 
commissions for the sale of tickets. Shortly 
aiterwards Mr. Thomas Dorwin, the Geveral 
Passenger Agent of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & . Texas Railway, issued a_ circular 
addressed to the ticket agents and scalpers 
to the effect that his Company had no repre- 
sentative at the meeting where the system was 
abolished, and that the name of his road was 
appended thereto without authority. Therefore 
he would continue to pay commissions for the 
sale of tickets sold over his line. 

The Managers of the roads who attended the 
meeting asserted that the signature of the Man- 
ager of the above-named road was given by tele- 
graph, as he was at the East at the time, and 
that Mr. Dorwin’s action was entirely unwar- 
ranted. In this they were undoubtedly correct, 
as, since the return of the Manager, the follow- 
ing circular, repudiating his former action, has 
been issued by the Geueral Passenger Agent of 
the road:

Deak Stn: This Company, having tnis day become 
a@ party to, and signed the agreement of Oct. 27, ult., 
in reference to non-payment of commissions on ticket 
sales, you are therefore hereby notified the payment 
of commissions on tickets sold over this line will be 
discontinued on and after the 15th inst.

REARRANGING. 

Considerable rearranging has lately been 
going on at the general office of the Illinois 
Central Railroad. The office of the General 
Freight Agent has been moved from the rear 
room of the first floor to the front room of the 
second. The office of the General Passenger 
and Ticket Agent was moved from the firstjroom 
of the third floor to the rear room of the first. 
The Chief Engineer and General Solicitor’s of- 
tice has been moved from the fourth floor to the 
third. The entire fourth floor will hereafter be 
used asthe Aecountant’s office. This change be- 
came necessary by the adoption of the Iliinois 
Central a few days ago of the account system in 
vogue on the New York Central and Erie Rail- 
road. By this arrangement the accounts of the 
freight, passenger, and other departments are 
under the immediate management of the Audit- 
or, instead of the heads of the various depart- 
ments.

Generul has delivered the following opinion: 
Stephen K. Carter, State's Attorney De Witt County : 

big: Your letter of the 30th ult, is received, ask- 
ing my opinion upon the following question: “ Does 
the law require the County Clerk to account to tre 
County Board for making certified copies of records 
and abstracts of titles, or does he have the same right 
to make abstracts of title that other persons have and 
retain the feese#o collected and not account there- 
for?” Icisthe official duty of the Circuit Clerk and 
ex-officio Recorder of Deeds to make certified copies 
of the records of his offices for all persons 
w.o demand the same and pay therefor such fees as 
are,prescribed by law, (Revised S:atutes, 1847, Chap, 
66, Sec, 506, Paragraph 5.) Such sei vices are strictly 
official, and ail fees collected therefore by the Circuit 
Clerk should be reported and accounted for to the 
County Board as required by the statutes. (ibid, p, 
251, Sec. 51.) Abetracts of titie to real estate made 
out in the usual form are not mere copies of the record, 
but consist of memoranda taken therefromin such 
manner as to show the character and sufticiency of the 
records, so far as the same bear upon the question of 
the title. Any person possessing the requisite legal 
knowledge and skill bas the eame right to make out 
such absiract as the Circuit Clerk, and to have access 
to the public records for that purpose, Where 
abetract-books are kept, as authorized by Seca. 12 and 
19 of Chap. 115 of the Revised Statutes of 1874, 
pp. 834 and 8355, such books would  con- 
stitute as part of the records of the Re- 
corder’s office, and fit would be the officis 
of the Clerk and ex-oflicio Recorder to 
copies of the entries upon such books» for those also 
require the same, and pay the fees prescribed there- 
for by law. Fees collected for such services should 
be accounted forthe same as fees for other official 
duties, But a mere transcript of the entries required 
to be made upon the abstract-books would rarely con- 
stitute a suflicient abstract of titie, To make such ab- 
stract would require an examination of the recorded 
deeds and other records affecting the title, and the ex- 
ercise of a sound legal judgm ait as to their sufficiency, 
witb a nocation of ali defects therein and irregular or pe- 
culiar features thereof, There is no law imposing such 
duties upon the Circuit Clerk and ex-officio Recorder of 
Deeds, nor prescribing any fees to be charged there- 
for. if he performs such services be must do it in 
his personal and not in his official capacity. If he 
were guilty of negligence in making such an abstract, 
whereby third parties sustained damage, the eureties 
upon his oificial bond would not be liable for the 
same. This being the case, any money re- 
ceived by a Clerk for such services cannot be 
regarded as official fees, and the law does not require 
the same to be accounted for as such. The Circuit 
Clerk has the same right to make snch abstracts as 
other persons, if he has time to do so without neglect- 
ing his proper official duties, but not otherwise. The 
statute provides that the Clerks shall, in all at- 
tend in person to the duties of their offices, reapective- 
ly, when it is practicable so to do, and shall perform 
all the duties thereof which can reasonabiy be per- 
formed by one person, (Revised Statutes of 1874, Sec, 
8, p. 261).

When this body caged in court, yesterday 
afternoon, to return some indictments which 
they had found, they were, somewhat to their 

" gurprise, called upon to listen to a little plain 
talk from Judge Booth. 
GOING FOR THE GAMBLEBS. 

Jutige Booth began by saying that he wished 
to speak a few words in regard to information 
given to bim since he had accepted the Bench 
this time, which information had been forcibly 
impressed on his miad. It was, he said, a mat- 
ter of common notorietvy-tbat the city was ip- 
fested with gamblers, that there were numerous 
gaming-houres, and that gambling was carried 
on openly, and in open defiance to law. He did 
not suppose that the geutiemen of the jury had 
any knowledge of their own in regard to this, 
but they had the public accounts, the reports re 
the press, and the general remark to gul e 
them, and even if they had no personal acquaint- 
ance thereof, they bad plenty of means of in- 
vestigation. He would suggest to them whether 
their position did not require that some 
investigation into the matter should be 
mede. He would say for the Court tbat it 
would lend all the aid in its power in the detec- 
tion and indiciment of these persons. Here the 
Judge paused a little, and then proceeded to say 
that it was well known as to the extent which 
gambling bad in leading to ovher crimes, to em- 
bezzlement, larceny, and, in fact, almost every 
other description of crime, and it therefore de- 
manded the most serious consideration. 

THE MIKE M’DONALD ASSAULT. 

Judge Booth then, without mentioning any 
pames, proceeded to speak of this case, which, 
1t is understood, was to have come up afresb be- 
fore the Grand Jury. Other information bad 
come to him, he said, in a secret way, that at 
least in one case one or more witnesses had been 
prevented trom testifying before that body; that 
they had been prerared to come forward with in- 
i and had not been admitted, but that 
fact had nothing to do with any other Grand 
Jury. Each had to do its duty alone, independ- 
ent of any vther. They weie required to make 
iv ivation in any matter, and to find out for 
the yes whether any crime had been com- 
mitted. 


AND STILL ANOTHER. 

There had been etforts made, he added, to 

ent witnesses from appearing, and this 
stopping investication. It was the duty of the 
Grand Jury to investigate into this. They must 
make efforts to discover as to who were to 
blame. It was no maiter who might thereby 
become implicated, thev must be brought up. 
Nothing was more detrimental to the administra- 
tion of justice than this interfere:ce of outside 
parties, He would assure them that the Court 
would tolerate no such ioterference.

BREWERS’ TAKE NOTICE. 

In pursuance of instructions received from the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue by the act- 
ing Collector in this city, the brewers of this 
district are respectfully informed that a full 
comphance will be required with the provisions 
of Sec. 23, act of June 6, 1872, which reads as 
follows : 


That every brewer shall obtain, from the Collector 
of the disirict in which his brewe ry or brewery ware- 
house may be Situated, and not otherwise, uniess sucn 
Collector shall fail to furnish the same upon applica- 
tion to him, the proper stamp or stamps, and shall 
aflix upon the spigot-ho.e or tap (of which there shall 
be but one) of each and every hogshead, barrel, keg, or 
other receptacie in which any fermented liquor shall 
be contained, when sold or removed from such brew- 
ery or warehouse (except in case of removal under 
permit as hereinafter provided), a stamp de- 
noting the amount of the tax required upon 
such fermented liquor, in such way tbat 
the said etamp or will ,

They are aleo informed that the Commissi 
requires that the spigot-bole shall be in the head 


of the cask or other package, and in event of 


there being two or more openings in anv cask 
to which aa ordinary spigot could bea 4, all 
such openings, except ove, must be permanently 
and effectually closed. 

The Chicago Collector has been di- 
rected to enforce the penaltics inenned 
for violations of the above-named section. 
These instruc'ions bave been given after a care- 
ful consideration of the communication address- 
ed to the Commissioner by the brewers of this 
district, and, in conveying to them his decision, 
the Acting-Collector is directed to ioform them 
that these instructions were rendered 1 ecessary 
in view of tbe explicituess of the lain this 
regard, and in their issuance the honesty of 
motive On the part of the brewers was not im- 
pugned, as they seem to infer.

He sub- 
sequently executed a declaration of trust ac- 
knowledging that H, 3B. Wilkins owned 
a one-third interest in the land, aud that Silas 
Merrick owned a one-sixth interest. After 
Riccetson’s death in 1866, various claima, 
amounting to some $75,000, were proved agaiust 
the estate, but ov appeal taken only one, that 
of B. F. Quimby for $32,800.85, was sus:ained, 
and the remainder are now iv litigation and un- 
determined. Wiliam Phillips, however, has a 
claim for $32,425, which is to be paid out of any 
assets discovered subsequent to February, 1971. 

In 1870, it ia charged that Le Moyne, Shiras, 
and J. W. Richetson, fraudulent'y combining to- 
gether, represented to Licketson’s widow and 
daughter that ihe deceased bad no tile to the 
land; that bis widow only had an apparent dow- 
er right, which would be defeated if taken into 
court; that tae land was noi worth but $90,000. 
while there weve claims against it to the amouvt 
of $110,000; and that Le Moyne very kindly, as it 
would seem, offered to take the interest of the 
heira, pay the claims, and give in 
addition $1,009. The widow aod gaughter, 
it is alleged, did not know ansthing 
of whe valine of the land, and, relying 
ou Le Moyne, Shiras, and J. W. Ricketson, con- 
veyed their one-balf ivterest in the land in 1870 
tu Le Moyne for $1,000. 1n 1872 another deed 
was procured to tane the place of the one de- 
stroyed in 1871 inthe fire. About the same 
time Shiras wrote Mrs. Ricketson that he pur- 
posed taking a one-third interes: in the property, 
and would give her one-fourth the net proceeds 
of the speculation. He, however, claimed and 
kept one-ibird the $1,000, aud sent her the re- 
mainder, which, it seems, was not paid when the 
deed was first given. 

Complainants now claim that the sale to Le 
Moyne was in pursuance of a corrupt scheme 
between bim, Sbiras, and J. W. Ricketson; tbat 
the land was worth $300,000 or $400,000, which 
was well known to these three parties; that 
the representations were made with the purpose 
of inducing the heirs to part with the land for 
an inadequate consideration; that there were 
only about $35,000 of ciaims against the prop- 
eity ; and tbat, moreover, the first conveyance 
was void as to complaivant, Lizzie Allen, be- 
cause she was a minor, and that the second con- 
veyance is void as to her, because she was 
at the time a merried woman, and her 
husband did not joinin tbe conveyance. The 
complainants, therefore, ask that the sale may 
be set aside, and the land may be reconveyed, 
aud that ap account may be had of the rents and 
profits.

EXCITEMENT IN WAVERLY, IA, 


An Attorney Sends His Wife ona Visit 
and Marriesa Youny Giri—The Pop- 
ulation Aroused and in search of the 
Villain.

Passengers trom the west on the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad this morning furnished our report- 
er with the particalara of an affair that has 
aroused the entire City of Waverly. 

In that city is an atiorney who has resided 
there and practiced his profession for eight 
years past. He isa middle-aged man, and the 
father of a son aged 16 years. His family has 
hitherto occupied a good position in society, and 
he has been regarded as a very good citizen. 
About six months ago he began to cul- 
tivate the acquaintance of a very beauti- 
ful school-girl,—a member of one of the best 
families in the city. ‘Taking advantage of the 
many opvortunicies his position as a man of 
family aiforded him, he cultivated the girl's ac- 
quaintance, and, after winning her confidence, 
commenced making love tu her. He had him- 
self grown very fond of the fresh, blooming 
young iiss, who was about 16 years of age. In 
order to have a clear field, he rid himself of his 
wife soon after ftallingin love with the girl, by 
persuading her to visit her parents in the East. 
The unsuspecting partner of his joys and sor- 
rows gladly accepted this proposal, and sincerely 
thanked her hus*and for bis generosity. She 
promptly packed the usual number of Saratoga 
trunks that ladies carry, and bid her busbaud 
and family an affectionate good-by, little dream- 
ing that she was thus aiding her treacherous 
spouse in bis scheme of villainy. He managed to 
prolong the wife’s visit by pleading hard times, — 
money so scarce he could not raise enough to 
bring her home, etc, Meantime he was de- 
votipg every spare moment to his new inamorata, 
who evidently grew very fond of him, notwith- 
standing the disparity of ages. Yesterday after- 
uoon, the attorney's wife having been absent 
nearly six months, he seated himself in a buggy 
and Trove to the schoui which his gisl-lover at- 
tended, reaching there just as school was out. 
He took the girlin the buggy with bim, telling 
her companions he intended taking her out for a 
‘* little nde.” The attorney drove direct to But- 
ler County, procured a license, and married the 
girl. Immediately after the ceremony was per- 
formed he drove back to Waverly, accompanied 
bv the girl who, though marred, was no wife. 
Arriving in town dunng the night, be at once 
proceeded to the residence of the girl's parents, 
and was met by the mother, who demanded very 

remptorily to know where he had taken 

See daughter. He revlied by showing the mar- 
riage certificate. This enraged the mother, who, 
knowing the man’s wife was still living, at once 
realized that her daugbter had been deceived 
and imposed upon. She called for her husband, 
the girl’s father, and the attorney, taking fright 
at the aspect of affairs. jumped iato hia buggy, 
leaving the girl at home, and drove off. Ina 
short time neighbors were arroused, and the 
story of the attorney's perfidy soon spread over 
tae entire city. The girl's father promptlv ob- 
tained a warravt for the arrest of the scamp, 
which was placed in the hands of the Sheriff, 
who mounted and proceeded in search of the at- 
torney. The citizens were very indignant, and 
many of them volunteered to aid in tbe search. 
Great excitement prevailed when the train 
passed through. ® man deceived the girl 
into marrying him by telling her that be was 
legally separated from his wife. This is why 
the people are so indignant against him. No 
criminal intimacy has ever existed between the 
two, and the eirl may feel thankful that she 
escaped from the villain’s clutches without any 
worse stain upon her name.

Assassination of the Kev. 
Moreau. 
From the Wilxinson (Ga.) Appeal, 
Mr. V.58. Joyner, of Oconee, sends us the fol- 
lowing particulars of the assassication of the 
Rev. Will C. Moreau, of Washington County, 
written by Mr. H. M. Fisher, one of the Coroner’s 


jury: 

On the night of Nov. 9, between the hours of 
9 and 10 o'clock, the Rev. W. C. Moreau was 
shot dead through a glass window while sitting 
in a rocking-chair by his fireside reading a news- 
paper. On one side of bim sat his wife, and 
just behind him was sitting a little girl who lived 
with them, and on a bed in the room was lying 
asleep the iittle daugater of Mrs. Moreau. The 
murderer entered the piazza, and stealthily ap- 
proaching the window, fired tie fatal shot 
through one of the lower panes of glass. The 
shot broke the window, and struck the lamp, 
putting it out, and then entered the body of 
Mr. Moreau. 

Tbe escape of Mrs, Moreau and the little girl 
was almost miraculous, as the shot struck sev- 
eral objects in the room, and, glancing, came 
near the places where they were sitting. Left 
in a total darkness by the breakine of the lamp, 
Mrs. Moreau and the giri fled to the negro quar- 
ters, and from thence to a wagoner’s camp near 
by, and appealed tothe wagoners to come to 
their assistauce ; she also sent a negro off to a 
neighbor. The pews spread rapidly, and the 
neighbors came in, and the house was soon 
crowded with black and white. 

Steps were immediately taken to arrest the 
murderer. it had rained the day before, and the 
tracks made in approaching and retiring from 
the house were plainly and distinctly marked on 
the moist earth, and went from and to the cabin 
where a negro named Richard Aiken lived. A 
jurv was summoued, andthe evidence pointing 
to this negro, the jury decided that the Rev. W. 
C. Moreau came to his death from shot-guan 
wounds inflicted by Richard Aiken. He was ar- 
rested and lodged in the County Jail. 

[Mr. Moreau was formerly a prominent poli- 
ticlan in Indiana. ]

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High Prices of Bread and Meat. 

The citizens of Edinburg and Paris have be- 
come eimultaneously alarmed at the prices of 
bread and meat, and are indignant at the sup- 
posed inordinate profits of bakers and butchers. 
According to the Paris papers, ‘* the public cry 
is loud and menacing,” which must be an 
anxious momeot for those tradesmen who have 
read how tbeir predecessors were handled in the 
French Revolution. The butchers, especially,
